Federal Education 
Bill No. 717 Wins 


Wide Support 


School Teachers Also 
Point Out Federal Aid 
Given Sectarian Groups 


Washington, April 30 —(NC)— 
Labor leaders and officials of nat- 
ional, State and city school teach- 
ers’ organizations have supported 
Senate Bill No. 717, which would 
provide Federal aid to nonpublic 
as well as public schools, in testi- 
mony given at hearings on the 
measure before the Senate Edu- 
cation and Labor Committee. 

At earlier hearings the bill, 
which is sponsored by Senators 
James M. Mead of New York, and 
George D. Aiken of Vermont, was 
supported by representatives of 
the Department of Education, the 
National Catholic Welfare Confer- 
ence, the National Council of Cath- 
olic Men and the National Council 
of Catholic Women. 

Meanwhile, as the Senate hear- 
ings were in progress, hearings 
were conducted by a House Com- 
mittee on a bill sponsored by re- 
presentative Robert Ramspeck, of 
Georgia, which would limit Fed- 
eral aid to publie schools. A num- 
ber of staff members of the Nat- 
ional Education Association, who 
appeared in support of this meas- 
ure, were questioned closely re- 
garding the aims of the associa- 
tion’s support of the measure. 

Asked About N. E. A. Fund 

One N. E. A. representative 
stated he was opposed to the Mead- 
Aiken bill because it might bring 
about a union of Church and State, 
and destroy 150 years of tradition 
in the United States. Others were 
asked whether a large fund raised 
through voluntary subscriptions 
by the N. FE. A., was being used 
as a lobbying fund to influence 
legislation which would raise the 
salaries of teachers in _ public 
schools. Several answered that 
this was one purpose of the fund. 
Other questions concerning mem- 
bership, dues and other require- 
ments of the. organization, were 
an apparent effort to develop that 
the primary purpose of the N. E, 
A. was to seek increases in pub- 
lic school teachers’ salaries. 

Matthew Woll, Vice-president of 
the American Federation of Labor, 
in testimony on behalf of the Mead- 
Aiken Bill, after tracing the his- 
tory of labor in support of Fed- 
eral aid to education, asserted: 
“We do not say that the National 
Government shall tell the States 
how they shall run their schools, 
but we do say that the National 
Government must require that any 
funds the National Government 
gives must be used by any State 
equally for all persons for whom

Let all, therefore, remember and 
put into practice in their daily lives 
the prophet’s warning (Zacharias, 
1:3) “Turn ye to me, saith the Lord 
of hosts: and I will turn to you.” 
And let all likewise meditate on 
the words of the great Bishop of 
Hippo: “Change thy heart, and 


out greed and sow charity.” “Dost 
thou desire peace? Do justice, and 
thou shalt have peace, for justice 
and peace have kissed. If thou 
hast not loved justice, thou shalt 
not have peace: for these two love 
one another: so that if thou dost 
the works of justice, thou shalt 
find peace kissing justice. If thou 
desirest, therefore, to come to 
peace, perform the works of jus- 
tice: decline from evil, and do 
good. This is to love justice; and

| At the front door of Latin America an all-out effort is being made by Soviet Russia 
to communize all the Republics of South Amerjca at the very time our State Department is 
striving to cultivate their good will. 


The “people,” as distinguished from the controlled “masses,’ 
America do not want to be sovietized, and it were strange, indeed, 


in Mexieo and South

and the Congress of the United States approved of their sovietization. 


But the State Department and Congress certainly know that in Mexico and Cuba, 
Russia has set up powerful machinery for the spread of Communist doctrine throughout 
Latin America. The personnel of the Russian diplomatic staffs in both Mexico and Cuba is, 
in size, out of all proportions to the importance of these countries in which they function, 


especially since neither country does any business with Russia. 


Cooperating with the Soviet diplomatic staffs in Mexico are not only the Communist lead- 
érs of various South American Republics, but also the professedly anti- -Christian Labor lead- 
ers, the refugee Communist leaders of Spain, and most members of the Mexican Revolution- 


ary Government.

along” with totalitarian govern- 
ments, provided they leave Catho- 
lies free to save their own souls 
and those of their children. So, we 
find that in 1933 the Church had 
worked out a “Concordat” with 
Hitler. This guaranteed freedom 
of worship to Catholics. It is not 
unlikely that the Church would ac- 
cept a Concordat with Stalin, if 
that Dictator were agreeable and 
willing to grant freedom of wor- 
ship, 


For the rest, the Church is not 
committed to any special form of 
government — monarchy, republic, 
or dictatorship. The existence of a 
Concordat does not imply that the 
Church either approves or disap- 
proves a government.

Now, regarding Nazism: When 
the official philosopher of the Nazi 
Party wrote his book, The Myth of 
the Twentieth Century, explaining 
Nazi racial theories (anti-Jewish, 
anti-Christian), the Church imme- 
diately put it on the Index of For- 
bidden Books, making it a mortal 
sin for Catholics either to own or 
read it. 

During March, 1937,. Pius XI 
wrote an Encyclical “On the Pre- 
sent Position of the Catholic 


is} Church in the German Empire.” 


This was secretly carried into Ger- 
many, delivered to the Bishops, and 
read from every pulpit in the land 
on Passion Sunday. The Gestapo 
hustled around arresting printers 
and seizing copies of the Docu- 
ment, but by then it was too late. 
The beans had been spilled and all 
‘the world. knew what the Church 
thought of Nazism.

form’ of State, or the depositories 


of power, or any other fundament- 


al value of the human community,” 
said the Pope, “however necessary | 
and honorable their function in 
worldly things — whoever raises 
their nations above their standard 
value and divinizes them to an 
idolatrous level, distorts and per- 
verts an order ‘of the world plan- 
ned and created by God.” 


To the youth, he declared, “Thou- 

sands of voices ring into your ears 
a Gospel which has not been re- 
vealed by the Father of Heaven.. 
If the State organizes a national 
youth, and makes this organization 
obligatory to all, then, without pre- 
judice to rights of religious asso- 
ciations, it is the absolute right of 
youths as well as of parents to see 
to it that this organization is purg- 
ed of all manifestations hostile to 
the Church and Christianity.” 


In the spring of 1938 when the 
Bishops of Austria made bold to 
praise the feats of Nazism in the 
social and economic field, as well 
as its fight against atheism, and

Modern man has forgotten God, 
and in forgetting God, has for- 
gotten his own nature. Christen- 
dom has largely ceased to be 
Christian, and more it has be- 
come largely, almost formally, 
secularist in its pattern of life. 

He continues: 

All great civilizations of which 
we have record were vitalized 
by religion—a religion of some 
sort, a strong sense, vague and 
imperfect, but still a sense of an 
unseen Power or Powers to whom | 
man owed obedience and worship. 


We know of no civilization, no 
tribe of people, however primi- 
tive, devoid of this sense. 

Our age is the first in which 
it has largely disappeared, and 
in which a wholly secularist phi- 
losophy of life has obtained a 
large and growing foothold. 
Nazism, Fascism and Communism 
are all completely secularist in 
principle and practice.

Was Jesus God? Of course! ...

In sending the article 
which we feature on this 
page, Father Cunningham 
(now Commander Canning- 
ham) tells us that although 
he finds life rugged at times 
“we can’t complain. The 
Blessed Mother has certainly 
been good to me.

‘being able to duck’ and the 
Purple Heart for ‘not duck- 
ing quickly enough.’”

Before enlisting Father 
was one of 0.S.V.’s most fre- 
quent contributors. He’s been 
around a little since then. 
Here’s what he wrote in his 
regular Crew Letter of his

niversary of its commission- 
ing, on March 20: 


“During the past three 
years the ship has traveled 
192,423 miles. She has 
crossed the Arctic Circle 
once and the Equator exactly 
thirty times. She has fought 
the Japs at Guadalcanal, 
searched out the Von Tirpitz 
with the British Home Fleet, 
and only a few weeks ago

They too, 
need the care of a mother, A Star 
of the Sea, to guide them when the 
typhoon of life threatens to engulf 
them as the typhoons of the Philip- 
pine or China seas have swallowed 
up their comrades. 

In dark hours, and they are no 
strangers, their never failing sup- 
port is the patroness of the ancient 
mariners, Our Lady Star of the 
Sea. To her who is the presence 
over the misty sea, whose face 
shines through the night as does 
the star through the clouds over- 
head; to her who places the mantle 
of protection over his shoulders the 
Catholic mariner confides his prob- 


lems and alarms. The “Dutchman’s 


Breeches,” that spot of glorious 
blue which appears through the 
scurrying storm clouds after a 
storm, is more than a hope of good 
weather to come. To every Catho- 
lic sailor it is a visible reminder 
that the mantle of Our Lady is 
also that same hallowed and heav- 
enly blue. 


Plan Of The Day 


Upon his entry into the service 
every newcomer learns __ that 
through his daily life in the armed 
forces two new elements are to ex- 
ercise a constant authority.

The “Plan” enables him at 
a glance to know what is to be 
done every hour of the day. He 
rises, recreates, works, studies and 
has liberty in accordance with the 
schedule indicated. If he misses“ 
muster, fails to report to the Sick 
Bay, neglects to perform a duty 
and it was written on the “Plan of 
the Day” he has no excuse, nor 
does he give one. The “Plan” is 
his daily “Bible” and he is expect- 
ed to know what it contains.

If he is going 
into port it will be whites ‘“with- 
out neckerchiefs” or in port and 
for liberty “white,” or perhaps 
“blues” depending on what part of 
the world he is in when he makes 
port. If it is inspection day he 
looks over his uniform carefuly, his 
shoes are shined, his clothing im- 
maculate and his hat “squared” on 
his head. As a service man he must 
always be in the “uniform of the

Somehow we seem to acquire the 
idea that the Holy Family lived a 
completely cloistered life in Naz- 
areth. We don’t often think about 
Mary walking to the well for wat- 
er, and stopping there to chat with 
some Rachel who lived — as we 
would put it—in the next block. We 
seldom realize that Mary, a typi- 
cal mother, had to cook, boil wat- 
er, wash clothes, clean and dust 
and polish, perhaps even borrow “a 

sugar” or its equivalent. 
forget that she 


must have paused to look at the 
sunset, to laugh with the neighbor 
children, to sympathize with the 
worries of some other mother. She 
lived a very ordinary life, the kind 
we call “everyday” or “prosaic” or 
“routine.” 


Yet, she lived it extraordinar- 
ily, but inconspicuously, well, 
Chances are that the women in 
Nazareth appreciated her gentle- 
ness, her efficiency, her gracious 
interest in them and ‘theirs, but 
as is always the case, some of 
them may have been annoyed at 
the very contrast of her to them- 
selves, and turned their conversa- 
tion into catty channels. When 
Mary’s Son left home to travel 
and preach throughout Palestine, 
there must have been a few 
raised eyebrows.

As you probably have heard the 
whole of national life is organized 
in “cooperatives” by which is 
meant what we would call “uni- 
ons”—among the workers, the em- 
ployers, the professions, the farm- 
ers and even groups which are en- 
gaged in athletics. All of these 

ave representatives in the nation- 
al government. This gives repre- 
sentation in the government to 
every group of people; but the re- 
presentatives of the larger groups 
exert their influence to have Min- 
isters of State appointed whom 
they regard as more favorable to 
them. This in turn often inter- 
feres with absolute freedom of 
election. 

The government is beginning to 
sense this abuse against which it 
was warned by Pope Pius XI when 
he said: “There are not wanting 
some who fear that the State, 
instead of confining itself as it 
ought to the furnishing of nec- 
essary and adequate assistance, 
‘substitutes itself for free activity.” 

The theory behind the Portu- 
guese government is correct, be- 
cause it should promote a social 
order satisfactory to the entire 
¢titizenry, but, as you well know, 
in practice the more powerful ben- 
‘efit politically under any system of 
government. At the present mo- 
ment the government is doing its 
utmost to offer the workers more 
freedom in their organizations.

Commenting on this passage, 
Pope St. Gregory the Great (560- 
604) writes as follows: 

Because, brethren, by God’s good- 
hess you have already found place 
at the wedding party (that is, the 
Holy Church), do not forget that 
the Lord may stil find something 
to reprimand in the garment of 
your soul.

Human Circumstances 


Often the circumstance of a good 
home, of a mother and dad who 
live by faith and whose example of 
piety and devotion is strictly the 
best, is part of the normal set- 
ting in which a priestly vocation 
is found. Yet God touches ‘he 
heart of a boy sometimes, whose 
folks are utterly set against his 
call to the priesthood: like Saint 
Thomas Aquinas whose parents 
even tried to ensnare him to keep 
him away from the Dominican Or- 
der; like Francis Possenti (later 
Saint Gabriel, Passionist) whose 
family was wealthy and worldly 
and had “greater” plans for their 
boy. One can never tell whom 
Christ will choose, or how, or when, 
or where. 


It is easier to describe the onset 
of vocation from the boy’s point of 
view.

case of the great Apostle to the 
Gentiles, Our Lord will be enough 
because Our Lord means everything 
good (Phil iii, 8). 

And here, by way of illustration, 
is where the “special handling” 
comes in. Oftentimes, the boy hasn’t 
fully realized the Lord has been 
preparing and pointing the way, 
taking him by the shoulders and 
directing him to the place or the 
men who will humanly determine 
the young man’s future. A_ book 
will fall into the youngsters hands, 
even as one fell into Augustine’s 
and changed the course of his life 
and doubtless his eternal destina- 
tion! Or a nun will say the right 
word at just the right time. Or 
perhaps the very jaws of death will 
speak; if we remember correctly, 
it was when Francis Possenti got 
sick (again) and was almost given 
7 that he promised Our Blessed 

other he would not tarry long if 
she made him well—this time he 
would make the break with the 
world and enter the seminary.

He was un- 
able to reach the man because of 
falling beams and the raging 
fire. Chaplain Zink then gave 
last rites to the men who were 
killed in the crash and assisted 
medical personnel in extricating 
bodies from the wreckage of the 
bomber.”

turmoil, trouble, worry, and pain, 
a strange contentment that is like 
a quiet ecstasy, never in her idle- 
ness and luxury was she as happy 
as in these tasks and obligations 
that develop and complete her 
even when seeming to sacrifice her 
to the race.

A Practical Suggestion 


Let children then be welcomed 
by spouses with eager and holy 
hands.

It was John- 
ny’s field goal which defeated Pur- 
due, 3-0, in the 1939 season and 
Johnny’s father eventually had 
considerable fun at the expense of 
Mal Elward, Bill’s old teammate 
and then Purdue’s head coach, be- 
cause of Johnny’s game-winning 
goal. Mal, now a lieutenant-com- 
mander in the Navy, has always 
contended that the ball was wide 
of the goal posts.

Other experienced men have 
expressed their preference for the 
late Lou Gehrig because of his 
hitting ability and his incredible 
durability which permitted him 
to play 2,130 consecutive games 
at first base for the New York 
Yankees. Gehrig was not the 
fielder Sisler was — few first 
basemen ever were—and lacked 
Sisler’s speed and baserunning 
ability, but Gehrig’s ability to 
drive the ball to distant parts 
did not make it necessary for 
him to be such a great baserun- 
ner. Bill Terry has also received 

many votes as the game’s all- 
time all-timer at first base. I 
would be difficult to get around 
either Sisler or Gehrig, however.

At the 
last moment of life his “Uniform 
of the Day” identified him to all 
ras a Catholic.

An Interlude Of Peace 


French Armored Spearhead Halts 
For First Communion Procession

Army armor had just swept down on the village of Kuppen- 
heim, in the Rhineland near here, and was rolling along the 
main street lined by cherry trees in full blossom, under a blue 
sky deeply lit with the sunlight of Spring. 

It was Low Sunday and there were few civilians around. 


Everybody was at churci.. 
moment the spear tank was swing- 
ing, and right then the church door 
swung open and boys and girls 
dressed for their first Holy Com- 
munion came down the steps, car- 
rying ¢andles, the g@ris with flow- 
ers in their hair, the boys solemn 
in their first dark suits. 


The spear tank came to a. sud- 
den stop, and all those following 
in line, too. From behind the armor 
surprised faces emerged, faces of 
French. doughboys, mopping their 
brows, holding the stee] helmets in 
their hands, their guns at rest. | 


They looked at the children and | 
listened to their hymns. Slowly the | 
procession wound its way through | 
the village street, right across the | 
armor’s path. The priest preceded 
the community of mothers and fa- 
thers, all dressed their best, all se- 
rious and conscious of the holy 
day. 

The French doughboys, these 
good poilus who were fighting a 
war on German soil, were gasping. 

“How could we fight?” one of 
them said in relating his expe- 
rience a little later. “With children 
around ... Children and flowers!” 

Thus the war stopped for ten 
minutes at Kuppenheim, in the 
Spring, on first Holy Communion 
Day, because the armor of the First 
French Army was imbued with a 
spirit of reverence at the sight of 
a ‘church procesion and the poilus 
held their steel helmets in their 
hands and knelt on the dusty street 
and made the sign of the Cross. 


It happened on Low Sunday and 
the French Chaplain had tears in 
his eyes when he told me this story 
the day after. 


“God was in their hearts,” he 
said with emotion. “In the hearts 
of our men no less than in the 
hearts of those children. The peace 
of Christ was with all of them and 
it was stronger than the noise of 


“precedent.”

Chaplain Survives 
Burial Alive 
On Iwo Jima 


Honolulu, April 30 — (NC) — 
Among the less macabre stories 
told about the experiences of the 
U. S$. Marines on lwo Jima is one 
about the Rev. C. F. Suver, S.J., 
of Seattle, chaplain with the Fifth 
Division. Father Suver is the priest 
who offered the first Mass on top 
of Suribaci Yama, a brief hour 
after the flag had been raised 
there by men of his outfit. He is 
over six feet tall. 

At a certain point in the battle 
for lwo, Father Suver saw one of 
these ‘ash cans” hurtling towards 
him from the Japanese lines. He 
decided that absence of body was 
as necessary as presence of mind 
and with becoming haste dashed 
away and leaped feet first, one 
hand upraised in his precipitate 
descent into a deep crater, The 
“ash can” landed where he had 
been, it threw up a geyser of vol- 
canic ash which buried Father 
Suver, happily alive. He was in 
an upright position and his up- 
right hand was all that remained 
above ground. It served as a life- 
line does for a diver in the depths. 
By wiggling the arm a bit, the 
imprisoned priest managed to 
avoid suffocation, Rescuing Ma- 
rines saw his free hand move and 
excavated him from the tomb.

tion, which in the normal course of 
events would have been dispatched 
with scant discussion, caused a con- 
siderable controversy during which 
the spokesman for Soviet Russia 
insisted that fundamental prin- 
ciple was involved. In explaining 
his stand Mr. Molotov spoke in 
terms of considerable disparage- 
ment of Padilla, pointing out that 
his position was merely to follow 
the line of the United States in 
such matters. The significance of 
the stand taken by the chairman 
of the Russian delegation is ines- 
capable. It means that even in 
matters of apparent lesser concern 
the Soviet Union is determined to 
hold to its position and not allow 
any question to get outside the 
control of the larger powers. 


It is entirely possible that as a 
result of this preliminary skirmish 
the Latin American republics, al- 
ready exercised by the absence of 
the Argentine and the unsolved 
Polish problem, will close ranks, 
not only among themselves but in 
support of the United States. The 
fact that Mexico, one of the lead- 
ing Latin American Nations, and, 
incidentally, a firm friend of the 
Soviet Union, at least officially, was 
responsible for the ortginal mo- 
tion and was rebuffed, produced a 
sense of deception and preoccupa- 
tion among other States represent- 
ed here. 


France Unconcerned 


Trustworthy sources indicate, 
that George Bidault, Foreign Min- 
ister of France, expressed himself 
as unconcerned with the conflict 
that has arisen regarding the se- 
lection of a president for the per- 
manent sessions. A counter pro- 
posal was made in accordance with 
the desires of the Soviet Union to 
the effect that the presidency 
should be held by each of the 
foreign ministers of the sponsoring 
powers. 


Interpreted in terms of the in- 
evitable maneuvering that is going 
on at the Conference this contro- 
versy has undoubted importance 
with reference to the future posi- 
tion of Latin American States. 
Nineteen rebublics of this hemi- 
sphere represented at this Confer- 
ence constitute nearly one-half of 
all delegations present. All of them 
have a large personnel and feel 
strongly the importance of their 
position as representatives of the 
lesser powers in the present-day 
world. 


In informal discussions and ex- 
changes of ideas many Latin Amer- 
ican delegates have expressed them- 
selves “as profoundly perturbed 
by the course events have taken 
and by Russia’s obvious intention to 
secure a dominant position. In a 
certain sense, the solidarity of 
Latin America and, by the same 
token, their support of the United 
States, has been enhanced by this 
preliminary exchange of views on 
the second day of the sessions and 
at the very first meeting in which 
responsible foreign ministers were 
called upon to work out the prac- 
tical details for the functioning 
of the Conference. 


Smaller Nations Perturbed 

Several of the ministers from 
other American republics present 
at the meeting described the atti- 
tude of Molotov as completely 
adamant and indifferent as to the 
reaction of those who represent 
smaller nations. Several non-Amer- 
ican smaller powers, particularly 
Syria, Egypt and New Zealand, 
also raised their voices.on this mat- 
ter. In view of the rebuff, admin- 
istered by Mr. Molotov to Senor 
Padilla, Latin Americans were still 
at a loss to the proper tack which 
they should follow. 


There are evident signs of Latin 
American solidarity, even though 
formal understandings may be ab- 
sent. The sentiment is pretty well 
consolidated on certain major issues 
and the impression is wide-spread 
that it would be disastrous to allow 
Russians to have their own way 
unchallenged. 


If this first encounter means any- 
thing, it has furnished evidence 
that Russia will brook no contra- 
diction and, much less, opposition. 
Her unconcern and disdain for the 
feelings and opinions of these 
smaller nations is evident.

Cardinal Hlond Says He 
Hopes For Peace Based 
On Christian Principles 


Vatican City, April 30 —(NC)— 
His Eminence August Cardinal 
Hlond, Primate of Poland, who was 
liberated from German captivity 
on Easter Sunday by troops of 
the American Ninth Army made 
the following statement upon his 
arrival here from Paris: 


“A disaster befell us because 
we have been ignoring and, some- 
times, opposing the natural and 
Divine laws. We have founded 
States upon weak foundations 
which, of course, could not with- 
stand the fierce hurricanes. We 
hope that those upon whom falls 
the duty of laying new founda- 
tions for the States may have 
learned a lesson, and that their 
actions may be inspired by such 
sound and true principles as. free- 
dom and Christian brotherhood, 
which must also guide internation- 
al life and relations. Only in this 
way will it be possible to restore 
the great, peaceful Christian fam- 
ily, whieh must embrace all peo- 
ples.” 


Cardinal Hlond, who came to 
Rome at the beginning of the war 
after the German conquest of 
Poland, was obliged to leave here 
in the summer of 1940 when Italy 
entered the conflict. He went to 
France, where he took residence 
at Lourdes as the guest of the 
Bishop there. Later he went to 
a French Benedictine Abbey, where 
he stayed until February 3, 1944. 
On that date he was arrested by 
the Germans and taken to Paris, 
remaining there until April 5, 1944. 
From the French capital he was 
transferred to Bar-le-Duc near 
Verdun and detained there until 
August 28, 1944. 


On that day Cardinal Hlond was 
exiled to Germany and detained in 
the convent of the Congregation of 
Christian Charity at Wiedenbrueck 
near Raderborn in Westphalia. On 
Easter Sunday of this year he was 
liberated after having barely es- 
caped evacuation together with 
other prisoners into the interior 
of Germany. The first American 
whom Cardinal Hlond met was the 
Rey. Stephen P. Kenny, C.P., a 
chaplain of the Ninth Army. The 
Cardinal identified himself by say- 
ing “Ego sum sacerdos” (I am a 
priest), Father Kenny revealed. 
American Army authorities pro- 
vided Cardinal Hlond and the Rev. 
Philip Boleslaw, his companion 
through the years of exile and im- 
prisonment, with facilities to 
reach Paris, where the Prince of 
the Church was met by Col. An- 
thony J. Drexel Biddle, former 
United States Ambassador to Po- 
land, and mariy other Allied mil- 
itary dignitaries.

six states are meeting at San 

Francisco to take counsel for the 
organization of the world and the 
restoration of international order. 
It is the greatest gathering of the 
nations that has ever assembled, 
and the occasion is certainly as 
momentous as any in the history 
of the world. 

Nevertheless, the spirit of op- 
timism and idealism which inspir- 
ed the creation of the League of 
Nations in 1919 is far less evident 
today. In 1918-19, the Western 
democracies were victorious and 
attempted to make the world safe 
for democracy and to create a 
great structure of international 
justices; but they failed, and the 
magnitude of their failure can only 
be measured by the bloodshed and 
suffering of the second world war. 

It is not surprising, therefore, if 
we approach the task for the sec- 
ond time in a more sombre and 
doubtful mood. If this means that 
we shall be careful to avoid the 
mistakes of the past and that we 
shall build a more solid strueture 
for international peace, it will be 
all to the good. But we must not 
shut our eyes to the possibility of 
& more tragic alternative: that 
the failure of international {deal- 
ism based on insufficient power 
may lead us to base world order 
on power alone and to lower our 
ideals to the level of what is call- 
ed political realism. 

Have We Learned? 

We have learned one lesson in 
the years between the wars, which 
is that no international order can 
endure unless it has the support 
and agreement of the great world 
powers behind it. But have we 
learned the other lesson—that the

Axis powers will remove the most 
flagrant offenders in this respect, 
but it will not of itself solve the 
underlying problem of the disap- 
pearance of the common mora! 
values and standards on which 
alone international order can be 
based. These standards were still 
in a measure recognized and pro- 
claimed in the preamble to the 
Covenant of the League of Na- 
tions, and the fact that the organi- 
zation did not prove strong enough 
to realize them is not a_ valid 
criticism of the principles them- 
selves. It is therefore essential 
that some similar statement of 
principles should form part of the 
new international covenant 
that this should be regarded not 
as an empty idealistic formula, in 
the spirit of which every clause 
and undertaking of the agreement 
must be interpreted. 


Now Pius XII has pointed out 
how the modern idea of justice 
has been corrupted by the positiv- 
ist and utilitarian theories which 
ih practice amount to the subor- 
dination of the administration of 
justice to the policies and inter- 
ests of the dominant parties. A 
sound juridical constitution both of 
national and international society 
must be founded, as the Holy Fa- 
ther insists, on the bedrock of the 
natural law, and _. presupposes 
“clear legal principles which can- 
not be upset by unwarranted ap- 
peals to a supposed popular sen- 
timent or by merely utilitarian 
considerations.” 

But unfortunately. the section cf 
the Dumbarton Oaks proposals 
which deals with Principles is en- 


-tirely positivist and utilitarian in 


character, and consequently is far 
less satisfactory than was the 
Covenant of the League, despite 
its weaknesses. 


Moral Principles Needed 


Thus it seems to me that the 
key question that confronts the 
nations at. San Francisco is the 
need for a clear assertion of the 
moral and juridical principles on 
which the organization of world 
order is to be based. If this is 
neglected, the new order will be 
vitiated at its base, and the great- 
er the concentration of power ac- 
quired by the Security Council, the 
more serious will be the conse- 
quences of this neglect. Interna- 
i law, or international law 
without a moral basis, may pro- 
duce results which are completely 
destructive of the ideals with 
which the United Nations under- 
took their battle for freedom. 


No allied statesmen would deny 
that the present war involves 
moral issues, and there is no doubt 
that the ordinary citizen, whether 
soldier or civilian, gave what he 
could—often his life—not for pow- 
er or prestige, but for a cause that 
was greater than ~~ or 
economic interest. ey believed 
that they were risking everything 
in the cause of justice, which is 
the cause of God, against a law- 
less and inhuman system. It 
would be a betrayal of these prin- 
ciples and of these men if we fin- 

the war by creating a mere or- 
anization of world power with no 
higher end or sanction than the 


security of the stronger by their 
own strength. 

It may be argued that world 
peace is so important that it does 
n@ matter what are the formal 
principles on which it is founded, 
but there is a vast difference, 
morally and psychologically, be- 
tween a system by which the peo- 
ples of the world accept the sov- 
ereignty of law and agree together 
as equal partners for the attain- 
ment of a common standard for 
justice for all, and a system which 
merely recognizes the fact of pow- 
er and seeks to attain security by 
organizing world power by an ir- 
resistible concentration of military 
and economic force. 


The Vital Question 


This point seems to me of such 
overwhelming importance” as_ to 
outweigh all the questions of vot- 
ing and representation on which 
public discussion has mainly cen- 
tered. For the vital question is 
not who has power or how much 
power they have, but what are the 
ends for which they are going to 
use it. No doubt under any sys- 
tem the practical test must depend 
on how we treat our neighbors: 
how the great powers deal with 
the lesser ones, how the victors 
deal with the vanquished, how the 
majorities treat the minorities. But 
all these questions come under the 
law of justice, and if we do not 
clearly and categorically recognize 
from the beginning that the law of 
justice stands above the nations— 
not merely single nations, but all 
the nations collectively—there is 
little hope that the lion and the 
lamb will deal fairly with one an- 
other. 

The principles of security as 
understood and practiced by the 


alone will ineyitably tend to sub- 
ordinate international law to politi- 
cal interests, whereas what inter- 
national order requires is a sys- 
tem that will subordinate political 
interests to the rule of law. And 
it is only by the latter system that 
it is possible to reconcile the in- 
terests of the strong and the weak, 
‘the great powers and the small 
nations, in the pursuit of a com- 
mon aim. 

No doubt we cannot hope to 


international social contract, a 
true world society with an effective 
system of international legisla- 
tion and jurisdiction, but we can 
lay the foundations and define the 
aims for which the new interna- 
tional organization exists. That 
is the task before the United Na- 
tions at the San Francisco confer- 
ence and it is of vital importance 
that they should admit no condi- 
tion which is inconsistent with this 
ultimate aim or which would sac- 
rifice that aim to the short-sighted 
views of a false political realism.

“So he said the Paters and Aves 


'on his fingers, the last prayers he 


ever expected to say. Then at 
seven in the morning the Ameri- 
cans stormed the building, cleaned 
out the first and then the second 
floors. Those downstairs rubbed 
their eyes in amazement as they 
saw their chaplain coming down 
alive. They had given him up for 
dead.” 


It was after his liberation and 
while he was marching along a 
road with his men that Father 
Hearn was wounded. A piece of 
shrapnel struck him in the right 
forearm. “Now he’s up and 
around again,” Father Brennan 
writes, “very upset by the regular- 
ity of hospital life, anxious to re- 
join his outfit. as soon as he can.”

Return To 
Family Prayer 


Most of the Catholic leaders who 
have given thought to the matter 
agree that. whatever reconstruc- 
tion of family life can be expect- 
ed in the future will have to come 
from country’ homes. That is a 
challenging statement, but the 
more thoaght is put on it, the 
more-sound it seems. Perhaps the 
first step in the reconstruction of 
the Catholic home must begin in 
the return to family prayer. 

It seems to follow logically that 


a family that lives together, works | 


together, relaxes together, should 
also pray together. That is the 
starting point, but the going gets 
a bit rough on the journey. 

In some Catholic rural homes 
the custom of family prayer is 
practiced daily, and many times a 
day. In others, it is hardly worthy 
of the name custom—it happens 
so infrequently. In some cases, 
it happens not at all. In the sec- 
ond case, it means selling the 
youth on the return to family 
prayer; and in the last case, it 
means the arduous job of convinc- 
ing them that they are missing one 
of the most beautiful practices of 
their religion possible in any Cath- 
olic home. A discussion of the 
practice of family prayer by mem- 
bers who are fortunate enough to 
participate in it at home, ought 
to furnish the leader of the meet- 
ing with more than sufficient op- 
portunities to clinch the argument. 

The topic is timely because we 
are preparing for our  lady’s 
month, May. May 1945 ought to 
be of special meaning to the fam- 
ilies of youth because of the nat- 
ural desire to pray for our fight- 
ing sons as well as for the youth 
growing into the age of military 
service. Undoubtedly all of us 
will be invited by our Holy Father 
this May to double and then re- 
double our prayers to our Lady 
for the return of peace and jus- 
tice. It will impress your youth 
if you jump the gun by preparing 
them fer the crusade of prayer 
ahead of time. 

The good old custom of erecting 
May altars should be encouraged 
as the first point of localizing 
family prayer. If they kneel 
around the May altar, they won't 
be pretzeling themselves on or 
about the furniture. It may be 
surprizing to learn, but a discus- 
sion of May altars will bring out 
the point that many families have 
ne statue of our Lady. Well, 
that’s fine. Appoint a purchasing 
committee to write for samples 
from one of the church goods 
houses. Put the statues or pic- 
tures on display at your next 
meeting, and encourage the boys 
and girls to buy a present for 
their homes. Then get down to 
the discussion of a simple but 
adequate May altar. The woods 
are alive with early flowers suit- 
able for the home altar. That 
is one of the blessings of rural 
living. It also serves to get the 
youth in the habit of supplying 
fresh flowers for the altars at 
church. 

If you really wish to get them 
off to a good start on family pray- 
er during May, outline a short 
ritual for them: rosary (with mys- 
teries), the Litany of Loretto, and 
the Memorare. Perhaps it would 
help much to have the purchasing 
committee ask for samples of ro- 
saries and prayer books when they 
are ordering the samples of stat- 
ues. Once you have the people 
well supplied with the implements 


for prayer, you have them prac- 


tically on their knees, already. 
Here’s the block-buster: Tell the
